We are considering trying again 
to have the Cape Playhouse desig- 
nated the State Theatre of Massa- 
chusetts by vote of the state legis- 
lature. Although our first attempt 
failed last winter, both Senator John 
Aylmer and Representative Peter Mc- 
Dowell, who co-filed bill #1317, are 
more than willing to file again this 


fall. 


Why should the Cape Playhouse be 
designated the State Theatre of Mas- 
sachusetts? Here are some of the 
reasons we feel our theatre deserves 
this honor: 


1) LONGEVITY .. . it will celebrate 
its 50th anniversary in 1976. It has 
survived the depression, World War 
Il and the tragic loss of its business 
office with all its records last Novem- 
ber. Among New England theatres

2) NON-PROFIT . . . the Playhouse 
is owned and operated by a board 
of trustees who serve without pay 
and who devote many hours through- 
out the year to Playhouse business. 
Any money made during the summer 
season is put back into the theatre 
itself for renovations, repairs and 
improvements to the physical plant, 
including the Cinema. The Playhouse 
has a tax exempt status in Massa- 
chusetts. 


3) PROFESSIONALISM .. . it adheres 
to the highest standards of excellence 
all along the lines. Actors Equity 
gives it its highest rating in every 
department. 


4) COMMUNITY” BENEFITS "2a 
addition to providing nine weeks of 
entertainment for its subscribers and 
patrons, the Playhouse has cooper- 
ated with the Cape Cod Hospital in 
putting on benefits, has offered group 
rates to summer camps and senior

ment sponsored summer school pro- 
grams whereby groups of culturally 
deprived young people are brought 
to the theatre and given conducted 
tours of our whole operation. Also 
free programs or talks to clubs and 
organizations on the Cape are given 
during off season. 

5) SUMMER SCHOOL PROGRAMS... 
in early days the Playhouse had an 
apprentice system; young people 
came here to apprentice in all phases 
of the theatre with no charge by the 
theatre for this opportunity. Later, 
scholarships were offered to young 
people through the American Theatre 
Wing and the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts. Up until 1974, the 
Playhouse helped support the Cape 
Playhouse School of Theatre which 
is now conducted at the Cape Cod 
Community College. 


6) LOYALTY ... the Playhouse re- 
tains the greatest loyalty among its 
staff and subscribers; turnover is ex- 


tremely low among its help. In 50 
years it has had only three managing 
directors, and many subscribers have 
been coming since 1927 and have 
been given Gold Keys and a free life- 
time subscription for their continued 
attendance and support. 


7) OFFERINGS the Playhouse 
attempts to present a balanced list 
of attractions during its nine week 
season: comedies, dramas, mysteries 
and musicals. It often presents a 
serious drama that it knows will fail 
at the box office and occasionally 
presents pre-Broadway tryouts. How- 
ever, its offerings are limited to what 
is available each summer.

McDonald; and, currently, he and 
Mr. McDonald are working on ‘’Cre- 
ation,” a celestial rock musical, be- 
ing done in collaboration with John- 
Michael Tebelak, the creator of ’’God- 
spell.” In the works is a musical 
version of the Gable-McDonald-Tracy 
movie, “San Francisco,” complete 
with earthquake.

The annual meeting of the board 
of trustees of the Raymond Moore 
Foundation which owns the Cape 
Playhouse in Dennis was held Mon- 
day, August 4 in the studio building 
on the Playhouse grounds, with Presi- 
dent Brooks Thayer of Orleans pre- 
siding. 


In addition to Thayer those in at- 
tendance were Peter Sykes of Bass 
River, secretary; John N. Crowell of 
West Barnstable, treasurer; William 
Crowell, Jr. of Dennis, assistant treas- 
urer; Oscar Cahoon of Harwich Cen- 
ter; Joshua Nickerson of Chatham; 
Carolyn St. John of Dennis; Edward 
J. Smith of Orleans; Richard Aldrich 
of East Dennis; Elizabeth Galbraith 
of Barnstable; Joel Crowell of Dennis; 
Helen Pond of Yarmouthport; Mar- 
garet Tracy of Dennis; and Charles 
Mooney of Los Angeles. 

The secretary’s and treasurer’s re- 
ports were read and accepted; all 
officers and members were reelected. 
Charles Mooney, Playhouse manag- 
ing director, reported on the current 
season and told of plans for the 
coming 50th anniversary celebration 
in 1976 in which he is presently in- 
volved.
